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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . In accordance with the argument set forth in from Paper No. 8, it is acknowledge^that the 
reason for restriction was improper since the allowability of the product has not been 
determined. But the restriction is deemed proper and the proper reasons for the restriction are 
stated below. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-19, drawn to a composition for disruption of a membrane, classified in 
class 521, subclass 905. 

II. Claims 20-26, drawn to a method of making of a polymer for disruption of a 
membrane, classified in class 435, subclass 7.2. 

III. Claims 27-32, drawn to a method of use of a polymer to disrupt a cell or 
organelle, classified in class 436, subclass 63. 

3. Inventions of Group II and Group I are related as process of making and product made. 
The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as 
claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as 
claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the 
instant case the product as claimed can be made by a materially different process such as using a 
thiol reaction (see pg. 6, lines 29-3 1 of the specification). 
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4. Inventions of Group I and Group HI are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that 
product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product could be used in methods to recover 
or identify intracellular components as set forth at page 1, lines 8-10 of the instant specification. 

5. Applicants are advised that if the product claim (Group I) is elected then in 

accordance with the court decisions in In re Ochiai, {71 F.3d 1565, 37 USPQ2d 1127 (Fed. Cir. 
1995)} and In re Brouwer {11 F.3d 422, 37 USPQ2d 1663 (Fed. Cir. 1996)}, in the event that a 
product claim (Group I) is found to be allowable, a method of use claim (Group III) and method 
of making claim (Group II), which is of the same scope as the allowed product claim, may be 
rejoined with the allowed product claim. 

6. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
